'DESTROYED BY STARVATION

Count De Braza Before His Death in
West Africa Sends Report of Horribic
Conditions Which Prevail ia French
Congo—Worse Than Belgians,

Paris, Sept. 27.—M, Clementel, min-
ister of the colunies, yestenday received
the report of the mission to Franch Con-
go, sent out last spring under Count e
Braza, who on the return journey died
at Dakar, a seaport of French West Af-
rica. In connection with the sending of
this mission a considerable semsations
was aroused owing to the publication of
charges aguinst M. Gentil, commissioner
general of the Freach Congo, alleging
that the maladministration and great
eruelty to the matives. M. Gentil is now
in Paris in & preearious state of health,
Among the cases of eruelty contained
in the report is that of a number of na-
tives who were flogged to death with
dnotted whips,

It is also asserted that in order to
force the natives to pay taxes the colon-
ial officers at Ranqui on May, 1904, im-
prisoned 58 women and 10 children with-
in 5 weeks and 47 of these died from
starvation.

A letter*from Count de Braza, dated
August 24, before the bfginn' of nis
fatal return journey, throws light on
the explorer's opinions of what he saw
in the Congo. In it he says:

“I found the eonditions at Banqui in-
tolerable .The people there were being
destroyed by requisitions. Everything
was done to hide the true state of af-
fairs from the mission which, however,
discovered serious mbuses. No reform
is possible without a change of adminis-
tration. 1 return with the belief that
the dispateh of my mission was neces-
sary as otherwise in a short time we
would have to face worse scandals than;
those confronted by the Belgians”
